| Bringing All Elements Affected
by Mexican Troubles
Within Range.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30—
BRYAN ANNOUNCED HE rHAD

MEDIATORS THIS GOVERNMENT
| "“WOULD ASSUME THERE WOULD
BE NOHOSTILITIES BETWEEN THE
UNITED STATES AND THE
HUERTA GOVERNMENT DURING
THE PROGRESS OF MEDIATION.”

Washington, April 30.—It was as
serted here on unguestionable author-
ity that the South American envops,
seeking to avert g~ erisis in Mexico,
have appealed to European goveérn-
ments for friendly offices to facllitate
medlation between Mexico and the
United States. The appeal, it was
| stated, did not inciude a request, as
reported from abroad, that the powers
use their influence upon Presldent
Wilson to mname conditions which
would insure snccess of negotiations.
Carranza's acceptance of the invita-
tion to enter the preliminaries of pro-
posed mediation was confirmed early
today. Carranza made no réference to
Mexlco's internal strife. It is belleved
the next move of the South American
envoys will be a request for an armis-
tice hetween Huerta and the northern
rebels, thus bringing within range all
elements affected by the long strife in
Mexico,

Request Bears Fruit.

The request to the powers, it Is de-
clared, already has borne frult, as sev-
eral diplomatic representatives of
European nations have consultgd with'
Bryan with relation to negotiations.
It is believed here that any step taken
by European governments probably
would be limited to emphuasizing the
hope that mediation would be success-
ful and their desire to facilitate this
purpose. There is no desire, it is said,
on the part of these governments to
interfere with the policy of WTson.
President Wilson indicated to callers
he was hopeful of the situation. =
Truce Believed in Force.

The acceptance by Carranza of the
principle of mediation, affr he con-
ferred with Villa, is regarded in ad-
ministration circles as significant.
With the exception of the constitution-
alists' forces, a general truce, as de-
sired by the mediators, is believed to
been in operation, although its terms
have not been defined, or in fact has
there been any formal acceptance by
any of the principals. Thera has been
no definite reply by the United States,
because It is first desired to ascer-
tain the intentions of Huerta. In the
war department it was stated there
was no present intention of attafking
the Mexicans, if our troops and ma-
rines at Vera Cruz are left alone, and
no attempt made to {ll-treat American
civilians. The same holds l:ruo i
naval circles.
